Gaulle is dead in his 80th year. 


The 6 foot 4 general who led 


France back from the ashes of 
World War II defeat and then 
saved it again from the chaos of 
1958, succumbed Monday night 
to a ruptured aneurism, a circu-

not become known until today, 
ai:d France plunged into mourn- 
ing.

immortalized him, De Gaulle 
died at his country home in Col-

Last Rites 


"I gave him the last rites of 


the Church. He was a practicing 
Catholic and I had no hesitation 
about it." 


An earlier account reaching 


Paris had said De Gaulle was 
seated in an armchair waiting 
for the evening television news- 
cast when he died. 


The priest said that when he 


left the De Gaulle home the for- 
mer president was dead. Father 
Jaugey was asked to promise to 
remain silent. Mrs. de Gaulle, 
he said, reacted to her hus- 
band's death "with perfect dig- 
nity, even nobility." 


The nation's tribute to its 


longtime leader will be in ac- 
cordance with his wishes. 


"I do not wish a national fu- 


neral," he said in a document 
dated 1952. "No presidents, no 
ministers, 
no 
parliamentary 


committees, no representatives 
of government organs. Only the 
French military service may 
take part 
officially ... No 


speech will be pronounced." 


His tomb at Colombey will

"My tomb will be there where

This Man Was France

FRANKFURT (AP) — He 


was a tall, haughty old man 
with a wintry smile and a for- 
bidding gaze. But this man was 
France. 


Charles de Gaulle frustrated 


his allies, irritated his staunch- 
est supporters and made ene- 
mies of potential friends. But 
above all, this man loved his 
country as few men have. 


His departure leaves a ragged 


gap in the fabric of a nation still 
"seafclung' for its place in the 
world's affairs. 


To meet Charles de Gaulle 


was an experience in itself. 
From his great height he looked 
down benignly, like a father 
presiding over the family table. 
He always spoke softly and with 


a concern that made a man feel 
he was welcome. But he also 
could be coldly angry. 


That he was brave has been 


well documented. 


But there are a few things 


about his bravery that have not 
been publicly mentioned. 


His conduct during one of the 


attempts on his life was perhaps 
the best illustration of the su- 
preme courage of Charles de 
Gaulle. 


He was on his way to bis heli- 


copter pad at Villacoublay. 


The Secret Army organization 


had planned his death, and that 
of his wife. As his car sped 
along, the machine gunners 
opened fire from two side roads. 
At the sound, the old man re- 
mained upright but turned to his 


wife 
and said, "Bow your 


head." Mme. De Gaulle, herself 
of the same mettle, did not. 
Then another burst struck the 
car, and she did bow her head. 
But the. old general remained 
upright and said, with some as- 
perity: "Why aren't the police 
shooting back?" 


Bad Shots 


When they arrived safely at 


Villacoublay, the old man said 
with the patient resignation he 
;chose^when ...displeased: "The 
^people who are charged with 
protecting me are as bad shots 
as those who are trying to kill 
me." 


Anyone who saw the old man 


in public would never suspect 
that he had any time for light- 
heartedness. This was not so. 


An aide once said that he en- 
joyed humor provided it came 
from an intelligent man and not 
from a buffoon. 


One of his favorites was 


.George Brown, the former Brit- 
ish foreign minister who often 
got into hot water by ignoring 
diplomatic niceties. 


'He likes Brown," an aide 


once said. "He likes the airy hu- 
mor of the man and he respects 
his mentality." 


Charles de Gaulle seemed 


ponderous to many, thrashing 
them 
with 
the 
"glory of 


France." But when De Gaulle 
spoke of the glory of France, it 
lived again, lily banners, ships 
of the line and all. 


Not only a man has died. Part 


of a country died with him.

Ark: (AP) — Georgia Pavli- 
daki* an 11-year-old Greek girl 
living on the island of Crete, 
has asked for a picture of her 
foster parents.

this "might be an easy request 
to meet, but her foster par- 
ents;are the 300 inmates of 
Tucker Prison Farm. 


James Dean Walker, a con- 


vict Tvho is Tucker's assistant 
chaplain, says, "It's hard to 
get Us all together." 


Georgia, whose father is 


dead and whose mother is in 
ill health, was "adopted" by 
the -inmates more than two 
years ago. 


Each month Walker has 
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written to Georgia on behalf 
of the inmates and received a 
letter translated from Greek 
in return. He places copies of 
the letter on the prison's 
bulletin boards. 


"Your interest gives great 


courage to me because you 
wish to make me understand 
that I will be a useless person 
if I do not get a good 
education," her latest letter 
reads. 


"I am so happy to know 


that the thought of God gives 
consolation 
to you in 
the 


prison. I go to the church on 
-Sundays and on holidays and I 
pray for your well-being." 


It costs the inmates $192 


yearly to support 
Georgia 


through the Foster Parents 
Plan. The inmates have voted 
to continue that support until 
she is 18. 


When she was adopted, the 


money came from 
inmate 


donations. 


Walker said some sold their 


blood to contribute, and some 
gave up cigarette and commis- 
sary money. 


The support money -now 


comes from the Inmate Wel- 
fare Fund. This fund consists 
of profits received from the 
inmate run store at the prison. 


The i n m a t e newspaper, 


"Rons-Kite," said the adop- 
tion of Georgia was "a plan 
showing love, kindness and 
concern for someone less for- 
tunate than even the inmates 
themselves." 


The paper said,

De Gaulle of 
France Is 
Dead at 79 


Leader in War, Peace 


PARIS (AP) - Charles de 


Gaulle is dead in his 80th year. 


The 6 foot 4 general who led 


France back from the ashes of 
World War II defeat and then 
saved it again from the chaos of 
1958, succumbed Monday night 
to a ruptured aneurism, a circu- 
latory ailment. His death did 
not become known until today, 
and France plunged into mourn- 
ing. 


Far removed from the mili- 


tary and political battles that 
immotalized him, De Gaulle 
died at his country home in Col- 
ombey-les deux-Eglises, where 


the funeral will be held Thurs- 
day with a minimum of pomp in 
keeping with his wish. No offi- 
cial- government representative 
will be present, but at the same 
time France will have a day of 
national mourning with simulta- 
neous services in Notre Dame 
Cathedral and all the nation's 
churches. All the church bells, 
in France's magnificent cathe- 
drals and in tiny chapels, will 
peal out their message. 


"It Hurts" 


President Nixon will repre- 


sent the United States at the No- 
tre Dame service. 


Charles de Gaulle 1890-7970 


A little before 7 p.m. De 


Gaulle stepped out of his office 
in his country retreat, put both 
hands below his waist, and told 
his wife Yvonne, "Oh, how it 
hurts." 


He slipped to the floor, and a 


servant imediately called the 
doctor and the Rev. Claude 
Jaugey, the village priest. Fath- 
er Jaugey said that when he ar- 
rived he was hurried to the sec- 
ond-floor room where he saw De 
Gaulle stretched out on the 
floor, fully dressed in a dark 
suit. 


Father Jaugey said De Gaulle 


was not dead, but seemed to be 
unconscious. 


"He was suffering terribly," 


the priest said. 


Last Rites 


"I gave him the last rites of 


the Church. He was a practicing 
Catholic and I had no hesitation 
about it." 


An earlier account reaching 


Paris had said De Gaulle was 
seated in an armchair waiting 
for the evening .television news- 
cast when he died. 


The priest said that when he 


left the De Gaulle home the for- 
mer president was dead. Father 
Jaugey was asked to promise to 
remain silent. Mrs. de Gaulle, 
he said, reacted to her hus- 
band's death "with perfect dig- 
nity, even nobility." 


The nation's tribute to its 


longtime leader will be in ac- 
cordance with his wishes. 


"I do not wjish a national fu- 


neral," he said in a document 
dated 1952. "No president; no 
ministers, 
no 
parliamentary 


committees, no representatives . 
of government organs. Only the 
French military service may 
take part officially ... No 
speech will be pronounced." 


His tomb at Colombey will 


bear 
only 
the 
inscription 


"Charles de Gaulle 1890-1970." 


"My tomb will be there where 


my daughter Ann already lies 
and inhere, one day, my wife 
will lie," he directed. 


Mrs. de Gaulle confirmed 


these wishes in a message today 
to the Cabinet, which agreed.

This Man Was France

—He 


was a tall,, haughty old man 
with a wintry smile and a for- 
bidding gaze. But this man was 
France. 


Charles de Gaulle frustrated 


his allies, irritated his staunch- 
est supporters and made ene- 
mies of potential friends. But 
above all, this man loved his 
country as few men have. 


His departure leaves a ragged 


- gap in the fabric of a nation still 
searching for its place in the 
world's affairs. 


To meet Charles de Gaulle 


was an experience in itself. 
From his great height he looked 
down benignly, like a father 
presiding over the family table. 
He always spoke softly and with 


a concern that made a man feel 
he was welcome. But he also 
could be coldly angry. 


That he was brave has been 


well documented. 


But there are a few things 


about his bravery that have not 
been publicly mentioned. 


His conduct during one of the 


attempts on his life was perhaps 
the best illustration ofVthe su- 
preme courage of iCharles de 
Gaulle.

He was on his way to his heli- 


copter pad at Villacoublay. 


The Secret Army organization 


had planned his death, and that 
of his wife. As his car sped 
along, the machine gunners 
opened fire from two side roads. 
At the sound, the old 'man re- 
mained upright but turned to his 


wife and said, "Bow your 
head." Mme. De Gaulle, herself 
of the same mettle , did not. 
Then another burst struck the 
car, and she did bow her head. 
But the old general remained 
upright and said, with some as- 
perity: "Why aren't the police 
shooting back?" 


Bad Shots 


When they arrived safely at 


Villacoublay, the old man said 
with the patient resignation he 
chose when displeased: "The 
people who are charged with 
protecting me are as bad shots 
as those who are trying tq kill 
me." 


Anyone who saw the old man 


in public would never suspect 
that he had any time for light- 
heartedness. This was not so. 


An aide once said that he en- 
joyed humor provided it came 
from an intelligent man and not 
from a buffoon. 


One of his favorites was 


George Brown, the former Brit- 
ish foreign minister who often 
got into hot water by ignoring 
diplomatic niceties. 


'He likes Brown," an aide 


once said. "He likes the airy hu- 
mor of the man and he respects 
his mentality."

Advisors Want Brakes on Spending but 


Politicians Want Unemployment Reduced

WASHINGTON - A momen- 


tous i n t e r n a l struggle over 
economic policy is underway 
inside the Nixon administration 
with the treasury furiously re- 
sisting efforts—dramatically re- 
inforced by Republican election 
losses—to accelerate the econ- 
omy and reduce unemployment 
immediately.

Although 
his public statements have been 
ambiguous, Stein has pushed 
hard in private to take the 
government's foot off the brake 
and put it on the accelerator of 
higher spending and expansion 
of the money supply. 


Stein was badly 
outvoted. 


Paul McCracken, council chair- 
man, seemed to take a neutral 
view, but Secretary David Ken- 
nedy and his treasury col- 
leagues w e r e anything but 
neutral. They warned that pre- 
mature acceleration o f 
the 


economy would sabotage efforts 
to control inflation. All signs 
were that President Nixon him- 
self fully backed the treasury. 


Setbacks suffered by Republi- 


cans last Tuesday, however, 
have brought scores of party 
politicians running to Stein's 
side. They feel that the Presi- 
dent badly underestimated the 
impact of unemployment in the 
past campaign and are demand- 
ing that something—anything— 
be done right now to prevent a 
recurrence in the presidential 
election year of 1972. 


Thus, Mr. Nixon is facing one 


of the most crucial politico- 
economic decisions of his ad- 
ministration with-nothing less 
than his own reelection and the 
future health of the Republican 
party at stake. Largely untu- 
tored in economics, the Presi- 
dent must find the right path 
through the divided counsel of 
his own advisers and the under- 
standably panicky demands of 
party leaders. 


Those demands have political 


validity. Unless he actually be- 
lieves the ridiculous stream of 
post-election propaganda pour- 
ing out of the White House, Mr. 
Nixon cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion that his party 
suffered 


badly and that unemployment 
was a major contributory fac- 
tor.

uncorking the economy, high 
treasury officials warn that any 
action now will be politically 
Dointless.

The reason for the treasury's 


caution could not even be hinted 
at before the election (and even 
now is spoken only in hush-hush 
whispers not directly attribut- 
able to administration officials). 
They believe that the present 
relatively high rate of unem- 
ployment must be sustained 
through much of 1971 if inflation 
is ever to be contained. That's 
why the administration's poli- 
cymakers are 
so frightened 


today. They worry that Stein, 
now backed by panic-stricken 
politicians, will force a switch in 
itrategy. 


Even if Stein and the politi- 


cians win, there are limits on 
what the administration can do, 
particulary when it comes to 
fiscal policy (raising govern- 
ment spending). The federal 
budget is now so badly out of 
control that a really massive 
increase is scarcely possible. 


That leaves monetary policy 


(increasing the money supply), 
which is Stein's first choice of 
weapons. But monetary policy is 
controlled by the independent 
Federal Reserve Board, whose 
chairman— Dr. Arthur Burns— is 
known to disagree with Stein. 


Nevertheless, e v e n Stein's 


severest critics at the treasury 
would acknowledge that if Mr, 
Nixon gives the green light, 
there could be significant ac- 
celeration of the economy. This 
is precisely 
what they are 


determined to prevent in the 
turbulent weeks just ahead.

terial to the state depots was 
motivated by the fear that the 
owners otherwise might be in- 
clined to discard them careless- 
ly and dangerously pollute pub- 
lic waters or the environment in 
general.

Appalling Halloween Treafs 


It is difficult to imagine the sickness 


of a mind which would prompt anyone to 
put dangerous and even fatal materials 
in Halloween treats. 


Apples laced with razor blades and 


needles, dangerous drugs hidden in 
caramels, LSD soaked candies and even 
heroin and cocaine in powder form 
somehow introduced into a .sweet are all 
examples of the atrocities. One child 
died of such appalling "tricks." 


In 
the last couple of decades 


Halloween has generally changed from a 
time when young rowdies really did 
damage to a night when costumed small 
children usually seek out the treats. 
There may be some window soaping now 


and then, an occasional trash can tipped 
over. But real vandalism is no more 
rampant on Halloween than any other 
night of the year and the perpetrators 
are not 'the youngsters dressed like 
ghosts, tigers and witches who stick 
pretty much to their own neighborhoods 
in their quests for goodies and among 
people they know. 


It may be hard on some older people 


constantly to be answering the ring of 
the doorbell but it can be ignored. It is 
frightening to realize that anyone who 
would intentionally try to harm innocent 
youngsters lives in our .own com- 
munities, undetected probably by any 
other sign of mental or emotional 
derangement. 


Curiosities of California Elections 


The vagaries of the off-year elections 


will continue to be discussed, argued and 
•expounded upon for some time. 


California presented one of the 
•angest pictures. The state is 


sometimes pointed to with horror by 
liberals who picture it as an example of 
what is going to happen to the rest of the 
nation, with ultra conservatives holding 
the major roles. But such fears may be 
abandoned at least for the present. 


While Governor Ronald Reagan was 


comfortably retaining his position as 
governor—although by a smaller 
margin than in 1968—John Tunney was 
soundly defeating another actor-turned- 


^politician, George Murphy. But most 
surprising of all was the upset of Dr. 
Max Rafferty as State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 


The post and the race are non- 


partisan. But Dr. Rafferty was strongly 
endorsed not only by Governor Reagan 
but by Presidential consultant Robert 
Finch. During President Nixon's-recent 
California visit, Dr. Rafferty was seated 
in a prominent position as an honored 
guest at Anaheim. This could be ex- 
plained away since he was at the time 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction but it was sort of a Presidential 
goof. Dr. Rafferty's opponent, Wilson 
Riles, who resigned his position as 
deputy superintendent, is black. And 
there had been signs for some time that 


Dr. Rafferty, once the darling of the 
California far right, had lost support due 
to his Senate race two years ago when he' 
ousted Republican—and liberal— 
Thomas Kuchel but then lost in 
November to Democrat Alan Cranston. 
President Nixon's political antennas 
were not picking up very good signals 
either from the black community or 
from 
moderate Republicans 
in 


California. Even more surprising was 
the Finch endorsement. More and more 
it appears that Mr. Finch is contributing 
to the defeat of his .own political am- 
bitions. 
••-•••• 


The slogan "as Maine goes, so goes 


the nation," has long since been aban- 
doned. But if ^California was supposed to 
represent the wave of the future, 
ideological conservatives may be in 
deeper trouble than the overall election 
results would indicate. 


In actual fact we do not subscribe to 


the theory that one state or one region 
really sets the pace for ,the nation. 
Conservatives made gains in the usually 
regarded liberal Eastern Establish- 
ment. America's "heartland" swung 
slightly left. In the South it was a draw. 


In off-year elections it appears that 


the voters cast ballots according to local 
issues and local personalities far more 
than they do for party or national and 
state leaders' dictates. 


Two More Newsmen War Victims 


Some wag, referring to Mr. Agnew's 


repeated attacks upon the various news 
media, commented that we've lost about 
28 reporters in Vietnam but not a single 
vice president. The comment was 
perhaps undeserved as it was obviously 
irrelevant. But it does point up the 
dangers to which reporters in Vietnam 
are exposed everyday. 


Just recently, two more, Jesse 


Frosch, United Press International 
bureau chief in Phnom Penh, and Kyoi- 
chi Sawada, Pulitzer Prize winning 
photographer for U.P.I., were found 
dead in Cambodia, apparently the 
victims of a Communist ambush. Two 
reporters for the Columbia Broadcasting 
System and an Indian cameraman were 
killed in a similar ambush not far from 
the spot last May. 'Two members of a 
French television network were 
wounded and later reported dead in 
captivity. While three American 
newsmen and one newswoman were 


captured, later released and reported- 
generally good treatment, at least 
seventeen others have been reported 
captured but their fate is unknown. The 
former head of the Cambodian govern- 
ment, Prince Sihanouk, has announced 
that all such captives would be well 
treated and released but so far the 
results have been slow in coming. 


Probably the most famous newsman 


to die while reporting combat was Ernie 
Pyle, killed by the Japanese on a Pacific 
island during World War II. But, while 
there have been many newspaper 
correspondents covering wars, the 
impact of television as well as the better 
and faster transmitting of stories-and 
pictures has meant an increasing per- 
centage of newsmen and women in 
combat areas and the obvious likelihood 
of wounds, captures and fatalities. 
Usually unarmed, such people deserve 
high commendation for assignments 
they have taken voluntarily.

received the returns with only 
a little less surprise than did 


their

The chances are that the 


Democrats won't be able to 
maintain their phenomenally 
huge majority in the State 
Assembly, for example, which 
is as perhaps as good a test of 
the current political attitude 
of the electorate as could be 
had-better than the gover- 
norship in some respects. 
Republicans rose to such a 
height of power in the 1950s. 
They didn't hold it long. In the. 
1957 session they had 87 out of 
100 Assembly seats also, only 
to be routed in the next 
election for the governorship. 


Party Power Enhanced 


Yet the possession of power 


tends to provide insurance for 
a political party—if it can find 
the means and the formula to 
give the voters what they 
want, or seem to want. In- 
cumbency, all other things 
being equal, is a measurable 
and important advantage. A 
Democrat holding a seat in a 
normally Republican district 
will start out as the favorite in 
the 1972 -elections—always 
assuming a reasonable per- 
formance 
in 
the 
next 


legislature—and 
remem- 


bering the demoralization of 
the spirit of the GOP that will 
inevitably result from its 
"Black Tuesday." 


There is a tendency in 


politics to dramatize ex- 
cessively problems con- 
fronting a new administra- 
tion. 
(Characteristically, 


statehouse reporters in idle 
moments chat in the press 
room and try to recollect the 
crises that were so important* 
six or eight years ago and 
have been quite forgotten in 
the flow of major news 
developments since.) 


But in. a most prudent and 


conservative interpretation, 
any new administration would 
be required to regard the 
bundle of hard problems 
visible to the naked eye with 
apprehension. 


Other Problems Ahead 


The administration of Gov.- 


Elect Lucey will have others 
deriving from the nature of his 
campaign, including more 
educational support, property 
tax relief on its merits, 
redistribution of the local 
shares of state-levied taxes, 
revision of the state revenue 
structure, to name a few. 


But the new administration 


will also have a honeymoon of 
longer duration than tradition 
has heretofore provided. If it 
does not achieve all of its 
professed goals in the 1971 
legislature, it will have a 
reasonable claim to patience. 
The 
new 
Democratic 


legislators sent to Madison on 
last Tuesday's wave are likely 
to benefit accordingly when 
they run again in 1972.

Did You Ever Know 
A Man Named South?

In a recent issue of the: 


Saturday Review, Richard 
Armour, the popular satirist 
and versifier (whose new 
book, "A Short History of 
Sex," has just landed on my 
desk), wrote an amusing little

piece on people named after 
directions—North, West, East 
and South. 
. He mentioned that he just 
met his first person named 
East, had never met a South, 
but knew several Norths and 
many more Wests; then 
pondered on the relative 
frequency or rarity of these 
directional names. 


The piece reminded me of a 


friend I knew long ago, whose 
wife was the daughter of a 
Russian emigrant here. Her 
father was one of four sons to 
come to America, and all 
changed their names: one to 
North, one to South, one to 
East, and one to West. 


I have met more Easts that 


Mr. Armour has, but th« only 
South I can recall was that 
famous old Jazz fiddler, Eddie 
South, "the dark angel of the 
violin," as he was then 
promoted. 


Not only the prevalence, but 


also the prominence, of Wests 


over the other directions was 
confirmed by Mr. Armour's 
research into the latest edition 
of "Who's Who in America"— 
where there are 45 Wests, 13 
Norths, only one East, and no 
South whatever. 


If these are old family 


names, it is indeed'hard to 
understand the proliferation* 
of Wests over the other three 
directions — except that the 
movement of populations has 
been steadily westward, and 
perhaps people who settled in 
a new land took the name of 
the direction they had come. 


Actually, all the Romance 


languages borrowed the 
names of the cardinal points of 
the compass from the Ger- 
manic invaders rather than 
from Latin (and also the 
names of most of the colors, 
though nobody knows why.) It 
is strange that even though 
German ranks quite towin the 
number of root-forms in 
English, all our directions are 
from Germanic words—nord, 
suden, osten, and westen. 


D we had borrowed ttem 


from the Latin, as we did most 
words of this kind, we woold 
call our directions septentrio, 
meridies, oriens, and oc» 
cidens. As you can tell, 
however, we still use Orient 
and Occident as generic terms 
for the two hemispheres.

Bacteria Strain 
Dissolves Oil, 
Scientists Claim 


TALLAHASSEE. Fla. (AP 


— Convinced it wasn't impos- 
sible, scientists at Florida 
State University who set out 
on a mission to combat oil 
slicks now say they have 
developed potent strains of a 
bacteria t h a t gobbles up 
oil—then quietly dies off. 


"We k n e w that certain 


types of bacteria have been 
breaking down oil for millions 
of years," Prof. Carl Oppen- 
heimer said in an interview 
Monday. 


"So we went out into the 


environment and looked in 
likely places where oil had 
been spilled for a long time 
and came up with several 
promising strains."

fornia crude and one type of 
Louisiana c r u d e , " Oppen- 
heimer said. 


"It may turn out that we 


must find other bacteria to 
feed on Kuwait and Venezue- 
lan oils, but I'm sure they will 
be there if we need them," he 
said. 


Oppenheimer said the bacte- 


ria could be mass produced 
by methods similar to those 
used to make penicillin, then 
freeze-dried and stored. 


"When they were needed, a 


helicopter 
or 
crop 
duster 


plane could take them out and 
spread them over the slick," 
he said. 


Tests in laboratory tanks- 


show the bacteria break down 
the oil rapidly and efficiently, 
Oppenheimer said, then die 
out when the food supply is 
gone.
